MEDIUMSHIP EXPLAINED 


What Is Mediumship? 


By E. W.& M. H. Wallis 


The fundamental laws of life are those of attrac 
tion and repulsion, and where psychic spheres can 
be attuned, and vibrate in harmony, community 
of sensation can be established and thought can be 
transmitted from mind to mind, whether the trans- 
ference occurs between two persons upon this plane 
of existence or between a sensitive medium and an 
excarnate spirit. 

No one is or can be wholly independent. We 
inevitably attract congenial unseen influences, and 
become related to people in or out of the body, 
acting upon them psychically and in turn respond- 
ing to their thoughts and influence. Action and re 
action are constantly going on in this way; we may 
co-operate - dominate or be dominated - quite 
unconsciously, but the interaction is taking place 
all the same. It is necessary, therefore, that we 
should be aware of the fact, that we may take 
steps to guard ourselves against the intrusion into 
our thoughtlife of injurious influences, and at the 
same time determine to become factors for good by 
the intelligent exercise of our influence over others. 
There must be a reason why in our relationships 
with each other we establish certain instantaneous 
sympathetic conditions, and are attracted to and 
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harmonise with certain individuals, while others are 
repugnant and distasteful to us. These conditions 
do not always last, nor is it well that they should. 
At times we may be closely drawnto certain persons 
and be repelled by them at other stages in our 
career. 
Vibrations 

All our sensations are due to the impact upon 
our sense-organs of vibrations in some form. Vari- 
ations in the strength and rapidity of these vibra- 
tions constitute the difference in our perceptions. Our 
range of response is but a limited one. Some 
vibrations are too rapid and some too slow to 
affect our senses, and therefore we have called to 
our aid various mechanical contrivances which 
enable us to recognise existences which would other- 
wise remain unknown. But it is still conceivable 
that there may be, and doubtless are, conditions 
of the vibratory energy that escape us, and which, 
if we could develop finer senses, would yield won- 
derful results and extensions of our power and 
knowledge. In psychic science, or by spiritual 
unfoldment, we are coming into relation with forces, 
possibilities, and personalities which amount to a 
revelation of the spiritual universe. As J. Page 
Hopps very beautifully puts it: ‘‘It is indeed true 
that ‘things are not what they seem” ’; but every- 
thing is what it seems to be only because of its 
plane of being, and that is determined by its vibra- 
tions. On one plane there is a certain vibratory 
value of speed: on another plane, a different 
one: but a plane is not a place but a state: so

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SPIRITUALISM: The Religion of Self- Culture 
Becoming A Spiritualist

Mankind is consciously or unconsciously seeking 
to live in harmony with life on the earth plane. 
Spiritualism teaches that to livethus, each individual 
must find his own way and that each is personally 
responsible for harmony or inharmony in accor- 
dance with the way that he obeys or disobeys 
Infinite Law. It has been said that many roads 
lead to Rome; in like manner, many paths are 
traveled by the seeker of truth before he finds this 
wonderful harmony and kingdom of contentment. 
However, out of his desire to find, to know, man 
has established creeds and religious systems each 
containing some truths or half-truths necessarily 
limited because God wasinterpreted as being outside 
of man’s self. 

Through the teachings of Spiritualism, the seeker 
realizes that to find God orGoodhemust constantly 
look within.

When man becomes free from the limita- 
tion of religious prejudice and past dogmas and 
begins to grow, he encounters many obstacles; but 
if he has sought carefully to find the truth, he rec- 
ognizes that jealousy, hatred, envy, and greed are 
but manifestations of individual selfishness and that 
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they must be cast out before one can go far on 
the path. It is usually very difficult to recognize 
these qualities within one’s self, but the sincere seeker 
shrinks not. Through his desire for good, he will 
rise above the selfishness within himself and better 
understand the suffering of others. Through the 
broader view of life as presented by the philosophy 
of Spiritualism, he will recognize sorrow as well 
as happiness to be a part of his training in growth 
to higher things. 

It is through these experiences that the seeker will 
begin to see and understand the working of the 
divine plan of Infinite Intelligence which governs 
all things. The seeker of truth, having gone through 
the struggle, will welcome the great task of helping 
others on the way of life. As this desire begins to 
manifest, it will attract to him all who are seeking 
to know truth. In this way each person becomes a 
savior; and because it is the unchanging law of 
Infinite Intelligence, he will unselfishly give to the 
world the best he has and so will continue to grow 
to a greater understanding and gain greater self- 
development. By being of service here on the earth 
plane, he renders service to Infinite Intelligence; and 
in so doing, he achieves greater happiness here as 
well as hereafter. 

Spiritualism teaches further that for theindividual 
to be of the greatest good to himself and to his 
fellow men, he must develop a faculty of being re 
ceptive to the finer vibrations that may cometo him 
from out thegreatuniverse. Asameans of attaining 
spiritual receptivity, he must put himself, through 
right thinking and right living, in the position of

But outside of these senses there is lying 
dormant within every human being the power of 
receiving from the great reservoir of Infinite Intel- 
ligence from which can be supplied all human needs. 
Here all true knowledge is waiting tobedrawn upon 
by every child of this greut universe. This, the 
spiritual sense, must be developed more fully in 
order that man can receive whatisforhis good, not 
only in this life but in the future life. To those who 
accept its philosophy, Spiritualism through its teach- 
ings points the way to this development.

Evolution Spiritually Interpreted

Crystallization Forms Angular Particles 


It is a well-established fact, that every substance 
in a state of crystallization possesses forms which 
it never again assumes after being dissolved in a 
fluid or gaseous state. The first stages of crystal- 
lization in every substance demonstrate the angular 
form of every particle. And when dissolved and 
again condensed there is produced a finer and more 
perfect form of crystal, proving that as atoms ascend 
from the lowest to the higher stages of formation 
they assume a more perfect form. 

How easy it is, therefore, to discover why a 
formation like that of granite should have been the 
first produced. It is becausethe original atoms were 
angular, these being the lowest and most imperfect, 
take the first point in formation. The later forma 
tions display new compounds, new conditions and 
appearances; but they contain no substances that 
granite does not contain. Therefore no elements 
have been brought into being during the successive 
stages of formation which did not exist in the be 
ginning, and all the difference existing between the 
higher and lower substances is owing to a change 
in form and composition of particles. 
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Upward Trend of Atoms 


Every form and association of atoms, whether in 
a small or largebody, has a previous correspondent. 
And every correspondent is a type, symbol and rep- 
resentative of higher and more perfect spheres than 
that which it occupies. This incessant motion, and 
the various stages which each atom is destined and 
compelled to pass through, are only means used to 
produce higher states of refinement and perfection. 

No quality, substance, or essence, ever occupies 
a state below that which it previously occupied; but 
the space that it previously filledis supplied by some 
kindred substance or element that has become fitted 
to occupy the same place; while the substance or 
principle that has occupied that place, progresses 
onward and upward to higher spheres of purity 
and refinement.

A Catechism of Spiritual Philosophy

Q. What do you understand by Clairaudience? 

A. Clairaudience simply means clear hearing, 
precisely as clairvoyance means clear sight. 

Q. Is everyone clairaudient, or can everyone 
become so? 

A. As clairaudience signifies unusual ability to 
hear sounds ordinarily unheard, everyone cannot 
be at present in a clairaudient condition, but it is 
possible that all persons may be able to cultivate 
clairaudience if they so desire. 

Q. Are children in these days sometimes clair- 
audient as they were in days of old? 

A. Decidedly they are, and it often happens that 
when they are so they are greatly misunderstood, 
and a genuine spiritual endowment is mistaken for 
some form of disorder. 

Q. How does clairaudience generally manifest 
itself? 

A. By a natural appeal to the sense of hearing, 
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but in such a manner as to produce no such im- 
pression upon the common outer atmosphere as to 
render the sounds intelligible to the ordinary ear. 

Q. Do you think that all sounds heard clair- 
audiently emanate from spiritual entities? 

A. As we are all spiritual entities here and now, 
and always in possession of psychic faculties, it is 
quite reasonable to decide on the basis of varied 
evidence that though we often receive communica- 
tions from our spirit friends clairaudiently, we also 
sometimes receive telepathic messages in the same 
manner from persons still in the flesh. 

Q. How can you scientifically account for clair- 
audience? 

A. In the first place by acknowledging that there 
are many rates of vibration beyond those we or- 
dinarily detect. Scientific instruments have fre 
quently recorded impressions made by sound un- 
detected by the most diligent listeners.

John 6-46. presents a problem inthatitmay seem 
that Jesus contradicts himself in the statement ‘‘ Not 
that any man hath seen the Father, save he which 
is of God, he hath seen the Father.” Who then is 
the man of God in reference; but none other who is 
in commune with the power of spirit. A man who 
lives now inthe realms of Natural Lawin all aspects 
is a man of God. . . for he liveth by God’s Laws 
and is as of God. . . for the spirit of God pervades 
all matter and life on this earthly plane. 

John 6-62 supports John 3-13 in thepre existence 
of mortal man. . . and the basic foundations of the 
teachings of Jesus deals with the ethereal origin of 
man and of his own source of creation. 

The student of truth may realize from the above 
statements that any deep study of the Ancient Mys- 
teries of Life may be in contradictiontothe accepted 
theology of Christian Churches and that the reason 
for silence in public was wellfounded by the Master.
